Although previous visits of South African 
teanis tv England have been successful frown 
a cricketer’s point of view, it would be idle 
to say that they have attracted tha goneral 
attention they deserved, or that they 
were regarded scriously by the stronges, 
counties, puch as Yorkshire, Lancashire, 
and Surrey, which, in each case, made the 
match an occasion for trying prominent. 
colts, and thus giving their regular bowlers 
arost, But things have now changed, At 
last, the homo authorities have recognised 
that thesv Springboks have reached such 
standard of all-round excellenco that they 
deemed it advisable to place good teams on 
the ficld so as to give the Africans a chaneg 
of playing with the very best of our English 


- players, and not an English second elevon- 


It is ovident, howover, that, as 60 much 
first-class cricket is available for the 
spectators, unless the South African can 
be compared fairly to'a general Australian 
eleven, the public will regard their games 
in much the same way as those of the 
Philadelphians and West Indians. 

After having achieved victory over the 
M.C.C., the general tendency is, perhaps, 
to boom rather than to underestimate 
thom. It will be remembered that, in 
1903, the South Africans beat an English 
team handsomely at Lord's, and, though

JUVENILE SMOKING. 


Effect Among Malays. 


Mr H. W. Thomeon, British Adviser to 
tho Ruler of Kelantan, writes as follows to 
a medical paper :— 

Among the Malays, children usually 
Dogin to smoke, occasionally about the age 
of eight, and.most of them smoke regularly 
abaut the age of thirteen or fourteen. 

It iy difficult to name avy deleterious 
effects which can be attributed to early 
smoking. Asn race, tho Malays are not 
tall, nid while they have considerable 
powers of endurance as walkore, a sudden 
effort such as a sharp eprint or a steep 
climb will often cause véry labonred. breath - 
ing; but there seems nothing to connect 
either of these effects with carly smoking. 

Inhaling is almost invariable. In the 
neighbourhead of towns, cheap American 
cirgarottes (Cyele,-Peacock, &c.) are in 
common uso. Tn the iaterior, Javancse 
tobacco, here in Kelantan, tocnlly 
grown tobacco, wrapped in the leaves 
of the Nipah palo (Nipa fruticans), 
is generally used. Other wrappers for 
cigarettes are the the leaves af the Bachak 


or, 


pala, the sheaths of the areea-nut pala, 
and the sheaths of maize. A plug of 
tolmces is frequontly cartied between the 
teeth und the upper lip, Pipes are rarely 
used, and cigars are gonerally considered 
too strong. 

Parents do uot seem to discourage the 
use of tobaceo by their children, beyond 
the fact that many of them decline tr 
provide any moucy for iis purchase. 
the child can yet the money for-himsclf, 
Te is at liberty to spend it on tobacee, 
Gcensionally while a boy is leaning to 
reeite the Koran (usunlly at the age 
twelve or thirteen), he is forbi 
smoke for foar of bix voice being spoilt. by 
it 

J have not been able te find that parents 
think that juvenile smolcing is deleterious, 
except perhaps as an unnecussary extravn- 
gance, which may lead ta other extravagant 
habits. ; 

The use of tobacco is not supposed to 
have any beneficial action in the prevention 
of disense but it is often the subject of 
comment how hardly foreed abstention 
(e. g. in the, Mohammedan fusting month) 
bresses upon leary suiokers, and how 
irritable they become.
